ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 3.—(UP)— 
New York state, with a record regis- 
tration giving strength to its arm, 
cast an overwhelming vote in support 
of Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt to- 
night. 

On the face of incomplete returns, 
which, nevertheless. pointed to the al- 
most certain final result, the state 
voted, 2 to 1, for the reforestation 
amendment to the constitution which 
was opposed by former Governor AI- 
fred E. Smith. 

The result of the vote was regarded 
as a favorable harbinger for Roose- 
velt’s presidential nomination chances. 

While some upstate counties, nota- 
bly those which include large cities, 
gave the amendment slim majorities 
or none at all, the bulk of the vote, 
indicated on returns from key dis- 
tricts, favored the amendment. The 
rural vote was expected to match the 
approval of New York city. 

Repnblican control of the state as- 
sembly, assuring continuance of the 
Hofstadter investigation of Tammany 
affairs in New York, seemed assured. 
Belated returns from outlying sections 
contributed an element of suspense in 
three eounties, but republican domi- 
nance by at least seven votes was as- 
sured, ° 


While the nation watched the result. 


f the reforestation amendment, which 
hulged from a matter of legislative 
routine into nationwide prominence 
due to the break between Roosevelt 
and Smith, upstate poll inspectors an- 
parently contented themselves with 
electing their local officials and went 
home. 

At the secretary of state's office it 
was said the actual result might not 
he known for several days, due to the 
fact five other amendments also were 
submitted.

There was a day when there were 
giants in the south. 
Modern years, with their hurry and 
noise of an expanding industrial era, 
had drowned out their voices.

She did it in a book; creating a 
man—who has gone from among us— 
so definitely, so plainly and so in- 
tensely that he lives once more. And 
through the pages of his essays and 
his editorials stalk the old giants; 
through them run the birth travails of 
a section; through them runs music, 
the whisper of forests, the song of 
birds, the voice of the warm southern 
earth; the voice of its people, black 
and white. 

The man brought back to us so 
woman who has done it is Julia Collier 
Harris, his daughter-in-law. 

It is almost impossible to believe 
that the attractive, smiling woman 
who stood receiving her friends and 
making. new ones at the tea Tuesday 
at Rich's bookshop could have done 
the book. One looked at her with a 
sort of wonder. It was incredulous 
that she could write with such a 
style as to pick one up and carry one 
through an old order in life and jour- 
nalism and make it vivid. A man 
might have done it, one thinks, some 
great student, but surely not a woman. 
And yet Mrs. Harris had already 
shown the south and the world of let- 
ters what she could do. 

Here is a woman who sat at an 
editorial desk of a newspaper and 
helped create an editorial policy that 
became international in reputation. 
Here is a woman who has gone abroad 
and studied and written vividly of 
world events and conditions. She has 
been wife, editor, writer and student. 
And out of the fullness of her life 
and the keenness of her mind has come 
a work which will become a valuable 
contribution to the literature of the 
nation. 

At one side of the room where tea 
was served there was a glass case. 
In it was a volume in the Calcutta 
dialect of East India—a _ book of 
Uncle Remus. There was another 
English edition. There were the origi- 
nal pastels by Charlotte Harding used 
in illustrating “The Bishop and the 
Boogerman and the Right of Way.” 
There were some of A. B. Frost’s 
original illustrations for some of the 
books by Harris and original manu- 
scripts. They were grouped about 
the lovely miniature by Lucy Stan- 
ton.

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STATE TAX HEAD 
HTS DEDUCTIONS 


Doyal Seeks To Collect 
On Amended 1929-30 Re- 
turns on Incomes. 


Amended state tax returns on in- 
comes and sales will be required of 
Georgians for 1929 and 1930 under 
rulings Tuesday by Paul Doyal, new 
state tax commissioner, who expects 
to obtain an additional $100,000 of 
revenue. The commissioner said that 
he found nothing in the laws to jus- 
tify the exemptions which had been 
allowed by the department before he 
took over the tax administration. 

The income tax ruling will requir= 
payments from those taxpayers who 
deducted from their 1929 Wise 
returns the amounts paid in federal 
income taxes. 

The sales tax rulings apply tv 
gasoline distributors, cotton mer- 
chants and cotton warehousemen. Mr. 
Doyal said| that gasoline companies 
have collected and paid the special 
state tax of six cents a gallon on mo- 
tor fuel, but paid no gross receipts 
tax on the remainder of the sale 
price of gasoline. 

The gross receipts tax specifically 
exempts proceeds of the sale of agri- 
cultural products by the grower, but 
he has found nothing in the law to 
exempt a cotton buyer from the tax 
on cotton when sold to a jobber or 
manufacturer, Mr. Doyal said. Cot- 
ton warehousemen have not paid the 
gross receipts tax on money received 
for cotton storage, although such pay- 
ments are taxable, he said. 

The commissioner pointed out that 
the new income tax law, appli- 
cable in 1931, specifically taxes the 
money paid to the federal government 
on incomes.

On his brow was a fringe of fair, 
new hair—nearly an inch long, some 
of it. Five weeks of treatment have 
done it; injections of a pituitary ex- 
tract, prepared by chemists from the 
anterior lobe of the sheep’s pituitary 
gland. 

But he would not have the medical 
profession over-sanguine. 

He joins with Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
editor of the Journal of the American 
Medical Associatiqn, in a caution 
against premature conclusions and 
particularly against quackery.

For years the writer of this column 
has attempted to spread the idea of 
the oneness of the human race. With- 
out vaunting the strength of any par- 
ticular nation or setting up the cul- 
ture of any special group above the 
other, believing that there are de- 
grees of excellence and varieties of 
greatness, he has in a quiet, unosten- 
tatious way tried to show how other 
peoples live, what they think about 
questions that affect us all and in 
what manner their mentality operates.

Not two years ago this thesis was 
universally accepted and those oppos- 
ing it were looked upon as people just 
a shade removed from dangerous in- 
ternationalists, who would’ drag 
America into the mass of European 
economy and politics. Of late, how- 
ever, we see the beginning of a change. 
An American observer sits in with 
the council of the League to try and 
disentangle the Manchurian embroglio, 
Pierre Laval was asked to come 
to Washington to devise a common 
financial program with France and 
bring some order out of the financial 
chaos. Messrs. Mellon and Stimson 
have had long conversations in Paris, 

Washington follows the fluctuations 
of European politics with as much 
anxiety as any of the older chancel- 
lories in the old continent.

He lunched on toast 
and tea when he remembered that he 
was hungry. In one week the plans 
were complete. 

At Silver Lake the Edison storage 
battery plant was running to capaci- 
ty. Near it, work was started on a 
earbolic acid factory. , 

Quota in Month. 

On the 18th day after construction 
was started, the 25th day after Edi- 
soon went to work on the plans, 700 
pounds of carbolic acid were manufac- 
tured, A month later the full ton 
and a half a day Edison needed 
was available, In a few weeks more, 
by speeding up production, Edison , 
could supply the vital acid to other, 
manufacturers who were crying for it. 
later another plant of equal size went 
into operation. ' 

The speed with which the first 
plant was built left persons familiar 
with the problems overcome gaspilg. 
Edison at 67 should have been ex- 
hausted. Perhaps he was; but he had 
no time to show it. The plant was 
hardly in full-time operation when a 
disastrous fire, on December 9, 1914, 
swept his Orange plant. 

The damage was great, but Edison’s 
specially designed concrete buildings 
survived. The walls were not cool 
before reconstruction had started. Ed- 
ison, working on a real war basis, 
then found the supply of benzol for 
the manufacture of his carbolic acid 
dwindling rapidly. In a few months | 
he was producing all he needed. B 
the middle of 1915 he was manufac- 
turing benzol, toluol, soluol and naph- 
tha on a commercial scale, and then 
he turned to aniline dyes. The block- 
ade of Germany had shut off the sup- 
ply, and American manufacturers were 
desperate.

President, Virginia Senator

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(#)—

“There is a current notion that 
large relief funds will somehow ad- 
minister themselves. Emergency com- 
mittees are eager to announce that all 
their funds are for relief and that no 
part is used for administration. Yet 
every intelligent person knows that 
the history of relief throughout the 
world has been, until fairly recent 
times, a story of tragic waste where 
more harm than good frequently be- 
fell the beneficiaries. 

“One reason for this result was the 
assumption that the distributing of 
funds to the needy did not require 
intelligence, experience and wisdom 
coupled with human sympathy. Let 
us make no mistake in this emer- 
gency about the absolute. necessity 
for competent administration with 
adequate personnel trained in the 
task.” 

The procession of the hungry and 
homeless into the relief center at the 
city auditorium annex is an indica- 
tion of the ieral need, Mr. Miller 
said, but the community’s problem is 
more widespread and serious than is 
revealed there. 

Thousands in Need. 


“The relief center serves mainly the 
lone man and woman, but the real 
problem involves thousands of fami- 
lies who must be given relief and serv- 
ice, kept in their homes, supplied with 
the necessities of life,” Mr. Miller 
said. “The fundamental need is more 
than a dole of food, and involves 
health problems, care of 
maintenance of mental and spiritual 
morale, location of jobs and guidance 
of the occupation of youth into whole- 
some channels. 

*Breadlines constitute a visible and 
dramatie sig; of want, but they give 
the public a wholly false .dea as to 
the character and extent of real des- 
titution. It is not the homeless man 
in 
the tenement that is our chief con- 
cern,” 

Mr. Miller paid tribute to the aid 
given the relief work by the Venny 
Club. It has developed a program of 
providing “‘made work” by which des- 
titute men are given Opportunity to 
work for food, shelter and other serv- 
ice, 

Penny Club Service. 

“Since October 14 it has placed 170 
men at work in public projects,” said 
Mr. Miller. “The Penny Club is fi- 
nancing this work, which involves a 
minimum remuneration of $500 a 
week. The cost of relief in this con- 
nection since the Penny Club under- 
took it is $1,004.87, and the number 
of people.in the families involved are 
738. Ut will be seen readily that the 
work of this organization is valuable 
and effective.”

That is the nearest he ever came

Even during that time he 
has seen the ocean come in hundreds 
of feet nearer the base of the tower. 

Just what other precautions the 
government will take to save this tall- 
est of lighthouses are undetermined. 
Old-timers who have witnessed some 
of the worst storms during the last 
half century claim that it would take 
only one unusually hard off-shore gale 
to undermine the tower.

A diversified and an_ interesting 
program, arranged by Dr. R. G. Me: 
Aliley, was presented at the meeting 
of Rotary in the Capital City Cluf 
yesterday. 

The features comprised songs excel- 
lently rendered by Dr. L. Everett 
Bishop, the delightful reading of an 
“Uncle Remus” story by Mrs. R. B. 
Blackburn, and a-talk on eonditions 
in Germany by Julian Harris, news 
director of The Constitution. Mrs. 
Harris, who was named along with 
Mr. Harris to visit Germany under 
the auspices of the Carl Schurz Me- 
morial Association, was a guest of the 
club. 

In his talk, Mr. Harris enumerated 
some of the penalties put on Germany 
by the Versailles treaty. after she had 
lost a disastrous war. The treaty net: 
only stripped Germany of her col- 
onies, he said, but took one-tenth of 
her population and one-twelfth of her 
territory, in which was included the 
bulk of her mineral resources and 
many of her factories. 

“Germany is little concerned with 
the territory she lost in the west to 
France, Belgium and Denmark,” said 
Mr. Harris, “but the treatment ac- 
corded her in the east, where the 
Polish Corridor was brutally carved 
out, leaving East Prussia not only 
mutilated but dismembered: and 
where Upper Silesia, after voting to 
remain with Germany, was deliber- 
ately seized by Poland, following nu-, 
merous atrocities on the German cit 
izenry—these wrongs are like iron in 
her soul, 

“The province of West Prussia, 
which is hetween Fast Prussia and 
Germany proper, is now one-fourth its 
former size; and in the territory it 
lost is Dantzig, whose port was put 
at the service of Poland. And the 
territory around Dantzig. known as 
the Free State of Dantzig, was tier 
to Poland by a customs union. In 
Poland has built her own 
port, called Gdynia, only a few miles 
from Dantzig.” 

Mr. Harris referred to the Polish 
Corridor as the new AlsaceLorraine. 
He said that while, in his opinion, 
justice was served by returning her 
lost provinces to France, the treaty- 
makers ‘had blundered terribly in cre- 
ating a similar problem in the east 
of Germany. As in the case of Alsace- 
Lorraine, the Corridor problem con- 
tains the seeds of war, he said.

Berlin-Envoy Meets With 
Frenchman To Reopen 
Reparations Question. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—(?)—Acting on 
the understanding he reached with 
President Hoover in Washington, 
Premier Pierre Laval reopened the 


entire question of Germany's financial ! 


situation today at a two-hour eonver- 


sation with Dr. Leopold Yon Hoesch, | 


the German ambassador.

Immediately after the conference, | 


Dr. Von Hoesch reported by _ tele- 
phone to Chancellor Heinrich Bruen- 
ing in Berlin and announced that as 
s00n as possible he would have an- 
other meeting with the premier. 

Details of the negotiations between 
the ambassador and M. Laval were 
not made public beyond a brief com- 
munique saying the German repre- 
sentative has been informed of M. La- 
val’s discussions with Mr. Hoover. 

One of the points agreed upon by 
the premier and the president was 
that initiative in the matter of re- 
opening the questions of intergovern- 
mental obligations rested with the 
European countries whose _ interests 
were involved. Commentators expect- 
ed the Laval-Von Hoesch negotiations 
to determine when and by whom. that 
initiative is to be exercised. 

Foreign Minister Briand, Europe's 
“man of peace,” and Finance Minis- 
ter P. E. Flandin participated in the 
conference. 

It was the impression that repara- 
tions and short-term credits were 
thoronghly discussed after M. Laval 
gave an account of his talks on those 
questions with Mr. Hoover. Short- 
term credits are a matter of great 
moment to Berlin, as the agreement 
by which they were kept in Germany 
last summer expires at the end of 
February. 

The French premier, it is under- 
stood, is opposed to any thawing of 
credits or any action on reparations 
until after parliament opens Novem- 
ber 12. 

In a semi-official note on what had 
happened at the meeting, M. Flandin 
said he had been summoned because 
he was particularly qualified to an- 
swer questions relative to the Young 
plan. 

Financial circles are urging M. La- 
val to seek a declaration from Ly. 
Bruening of Germany's intention to 
repay. her debts. This, financiers 
say, would re-establish the confidence 
of creditors and solve three-fourths 
of the problems facing the economic 
world. 

The premier met Dr. Von Hoesch 
after having received the congratula- 
tions of his cabinet on the results of 
his mission to America. 

The ministers, presided over by 
President Paul Doumer, issued a com- 
munique saying the Washington trip 
“demonstrated in particularly useful 
fashion the necessity of amicable and 
confident co-operation of France and 
the United States.”

There is a better way than complaining. It is the way of self-forgetful- 
ness.
